PUBLICS WRATH IS AROUSED 


Importation of Negro Strikebreakers, 


Arm ed 
With 
Clubs 
and 
Pistols, 


Alienates People’s Sym pathy from 


Em ployers' Association. 


Chicago, May 5.—Sheriff Thomas E 
B arren cd Cook louniy has taken ac 
tive control of the strike situation 
this na at mug. 
So much pressure has 
been brought to bear on him ami on 
Mayor Dunce by business men who 
believe their interests to be seriously 
Im peri Led by tho constant rioting iii 
the strt cts that the sheriff has sworn 
in a large force of deputies and he will 
take active steps to do away with the 
presen; disorder. 
It is expected that 
2.U0O deputies will have been enrolled 
by this evening. 
A com m ittee of prom inent business 
men, headed by John G. Shedd, 
Marshall Field A Co., went to Spring 
field t< lay the situation before Dover 
nor Dem en and to declare that in their 
opinion conditions in Chicago were 
such that the militia is im peratively 
ne» de ii. 
The Chicago C learing Mouse 
association adopted sweeping resoiu 
tions declaring that the riots in th 
Streets were constantly increasing in 
fury and had gone beyond the power 
of the i ivll authorities of the city and 
the county to control. 
It was there 
fore tin opinion of the mem bers of th* 
clearing house that the state troops 
should fie at once called out. 
Team sters Not to Blame. 
Notw ithstanding pressure for troops, 
Shi rill B arrett is determ ined to taki 
tile situation in hand himself, declar 
ing that until he has done all lie can 
he will not be justified in calling for 
the militia. 
Mayor Dunne for three 
hours rode through 
the 
down town 
streets in a buggy and declared that h 
had seen no violence and he believed 
the poi ie*' to he fully able to cope with 
the situation. 
A conference was held between Levy 
Mayer, attorney for the employers' 
association, and the leaders 
of tin 
team sters’ union. 
I t .resulted in noth 
ing. 
President Shea of the team sters 
union asserted that the team sters w en 
not responsible for the attacks on non 
union men and the rioting 
in the 
streets. 
The team sters made an attem pt to 
call out the employes of the Chicago 
Union Traction comuany, which oper­ 
ates ail street cars on the North and 
W est Sides of 
the city and is 
in 
charge of receivers appointed by the 
United States courts. 
Albert Young, 
representing 
the 
team sters, 
called 
upon G eneral M anager Roach of the 
traction company and demanded th at 
the company at once cancel its con 
tracts wiih the Peabody Coal company 
and receive no more coal from it. 
Street Car Men Will Not Strike. 
W. D. Mahon, president of the na 
tionai organization of street car men, 
after looking into the situation, order­ 
ed all mem bers of the street car nu a ’s 
union to continue it* work. They were 
under agreem ent, he declared, w.th 
the Union Traction company and this 
agrem ent would not be broken, 
N otw ithstanding the constant light­ 
ing in the streets and the numerous 
attacks made on non-union men, the 
largo drygoods bouses and wholesale 
gro< ■< rs report that they are steadily 
increasing shipments. 
At the whole­ 
sale stores of Carson, Pirio, Scott & 
Co. and M arshall Field & Co. it was 
declared that they had operated most 
of their wagons successfully, although 
police guards were required in every 
instance. The express companies were 
interfered with but little and con aid 
erable progress was made toward re­ 
lieving tin* congestion at the various 
railroad depots. 
There was less disturbance in the 
wholesale quarters but 
the 
fighting 
went on with its usual persistence and 
viciousness near the fashionable shop­ 
ping district. 
A num ber of non union 
men were clubbed and bt aren and 
their wagon guards and tho policemen 
retaliated with vigor on the rioters. 
In 'every Instance the crowds were dis­ 
persed after a sharp scrimm age. 
The 
num ber of injured was about the sam e 
as that of the last two days. About 30 
sr IO men have 'been cared for at vari­ 
ous hospitals and there are fully as 
many more who have received medical 
attention whose names are not known 
I* the police. 
Im portation of Negroes a Mistake. 
The public tem per on 
the negro 
question is extrem ely bad arid prom­ 
ises to grow w ithout any question as 
to the m erits or dem erits of the strike. 
A considerable portion of the members 
of the Em ployers’ Teaming associa­ 
tion regret that the negro F.trikebreak- 
ers were evi r brought in 
The greater 
portion of those who have been used 
are said to have proven wholly incapa­ 
ble. 
During the last two weeks more 
than 1,000 negroes have been brought 
into the city to aid the employers' as­ 
sociation. 
The num ber who have al­ 
ready quit the team ing 
association 
through fright over the situation is 
placed at §00, a large num ber of whom 
a re drifting about the streets. 
It was 
said th e em ployers had given notice 
to their agencies that no further Im­ 
portation of negroes need be m ade; 
that only white men are needed to 
take the places of the strikers. 
Aside 
from the ineffectiveness of many of 
the colored men the spectacle of a 
street procession of hundreds of im­ 
ported negroes armed 
with 
heavy 


hickory stocks and of negro caravan 
drivers from whose pockets butts of 
pistols could be seen protruding seem­ 
ed to inflame more than anything else 
the ordinal! y 
peaceable portion of 
the population. 
Tills was shown by 
the daring with which respectable men 
and women howled a; the imported 
colored m eg 
Yells 
were frequent. 
Go back home! 
“Fight a whit© man 
with a w hite man 
H unted by a furious mob. Dr s Keith, 
a non-unionist, f< ;. under a trolley car 
and received severe injuries hut was 
rescued by pollee. 
He had left tin* 
M arshal Field & Co. barns and passed 
through the Stafford hotel 
Emerging, 
he was recognized by the driver of a 
passing 
team . 
The driver, leaping 
from his seat, whip in hand. called to 
other t o a s t e r s and an attack was 
made on Keith. 
Th# hitter’s retreat 
to the barns was cut off and he ran 
toward Clark street. 
In efforts to 
elude the angry crowd he luna riled a 
swiftly moving street car, but was 
pushed from the step by the condue 
tor. 
H atless and thoroughly fright­ 
ened, K eith ran behind the street car 
directly In the path of one moving in 
the opposite direction. 
In vain he 
turned and tried to get out of the way. 
The car 
struck him, knocked him 
down, badly rutting his head. 
Before 
the mob could do him further injury 
policemen assisted him back to the 
La Sa’le street barns. 
Governor Is Asked for Troops. 
Springfield, HI., May 5.—-At the close 
of a conference lasting nearly three 
hours between Governor Deneen and 
a com m ittee of IO Chicago business 
men the prospects of a m ilitia reg! 
mein, being called into service at Chi­ 
cago did not seem imminent. 
It was 
said in the governor’s office th at Mayor 
Dunne had assured the governor that 
the judice had the situation well In 
hand and that no troops were needed 
and that unless som ething happened 
to change Governor Deneen’s opinion 
there was little prospect of his calling 
them into service.
